Thornton  Honored  At  Retirement  Celebration 

Information  and  most  of  the  narrative  for  this  article  was  provided 
by  Merita  Green  Koll  ( '90)  of  Ruleville,  MS. 

Dr.  Larry  Lee  Thornton,  retired  senior  professor  of 
Psychology,  was  honored  at  a  retirement  celebration  dinner  on 
May  15  by  family,  special  friends,  and  those  former  students  des- 
ignated as  "Students  for  All  Seasons." 

Ser\^ing  as  master  of  ceremonies,  Gary  Walker  (72)  of 
Tampa,  FL,  introduced  former  students  who  reflected  upon  col- 
lege experiences  under  Thornton  from  the  years  1968  to  1999. 

Representing  the  1960's,  Walter  Patterson  ('66)  of  Yazoo 
City  recalled  Thornton's  academic  demands  for  "profound 
thought  and  scholarly  manner."  He  pointed  to  the  abilit}'  that 
Thornton  possessed  in  moti\'ating  students  to  explore  and  define 
their  beliefs  and  then  to  "put  those  thoughts  into  writing."  In 
closing,  Patterson  referred  to  a  number  of  students  impacted  by 
Thornton,  stating,  "Most  of  his  students  have  gone  on  to  be  high- 
ly successful  citizens,  and  I  can't  help  but  belie\'e  that  Larrv 
Thornton  deser\'es  some  credit  for  this." 
Reflections  from  the  1970's  were  gi\'en  by  Mario  Ortiz  ('72),  currently  a  teacher  from 
Greenwood  Springs.  He  remembered  Thornton  as  being  a  professor  acutely  aware  of  his  students' 
inner  needs.  Being  an  older,  married  student,  Ortiz  sometimes  felt  lost  and  out  of  place  to  the 
point  of  giving  up.  He  remembered  Thornton  approaching  him  after  class  one  day  and  inviting 
him  to  his  house  for  a  Swiss  fondue  part)'.  Acknowledging  that  he  didn't  know  why  a  professor 
would  invite  him  to  his  house  but  afraid  not  to  accept  Thornton's  invitation,  Ortiz  and  his  wife 
attended  and  enjoyed  an  evening  in  the  Tliomton  home.  He  said  he  learned  two  things  that  night; 
he  learned  what  fondue  was  and  he  learned  that  his  professor  cared  about  him  and  his  future. 

As  the  voice  of  the  1980's,  Tammy  Lee  Parkes  ('88)  of  Louisville  read  from  a  composition  which 
she  had  written  just  for  the  retirement  occasion.  As  an  introduction  to  her  presentation,  she  stat- 
ed, "Tonight  as  I  look  around  this  room,  I  see  those  of  whom  Larry  Lee  Thornton  has  ser\'ed 
through  the  last  four  decades  of  his  life.  He  has  taught  us  the  significance  of  keeping  in  touch  with 
those  you  love  and  the  importance  of  letting  those  you  love  know  that  you  love  them.  This  is  evi- 
dent in  those  of  us  here  tonight."  She  remembered  Thornton  as  being  a  teacher  that  personified 
the  characteristics  of  love  and  one  who  stressed  the  importance  of  teachers  knowing  their  students 
by  name.  Following  her  comments,  Parkes  presented  Thornton  the  composition  as  a  gift  and 
added,  "Dr.  Thornton,  never  underestimate  the  impact  that  you  have  had  on  my  life  and  on  the 
U\'es  of  each  of  us  here  tonight." 

Justin  "Fish"  Robinson  of  Cleveland,  elected  to  serve  as  Delta  State's  SGA  president  for  the 
1999-2000  school  year,  represented  the  1990's.  He  thanked  Thornton  for  helping  him  to  presen.'e 
his  faith  in  God  and  for  reinforcing  his  beUef  in  himself.  He  acknowledged  that  he,  Uke  so  many 
others,  felt  free  to  talk  with  Thornton  about  any  problem. 

Following  the  accolades  of  other  program  participants  which  included  Arthur  Johnston,  HI  of 
Madison,  Dr.  Kenneth  Urial  Gutsch  of  Hattiesburg,  Dr  Ross  Story  of  Cle\-eland,  Dr.  Eduardo 
Marcello  of  Clinton,  and  his  son,  Matthew  Alan  Thornton,  the  honoree  took  the  stand.  In  a  begin- 
ning statement  which  summarized  his  philosophy  toward  life  and  teaching.  Thornton  referred  to 
a  quote  from  Emerson:  "What  lies  before  us  and  what  lies  behind  us  are  small  matters  compared 
to  what  lies  within  us."  He  added  that  he  had  tried  to  teach  his  students  not  to  dwell  too  much  in 
the  past  nor  to  dwell  too  much  on  dreams  of  the  future  but  to  focus  more  on  what  lies  within. 

In  his  31  years  at  Delta  State,  ITiomton  has  taught  over  10,000  students.  "I  can  remember  by 
name  o\-er  4,000  of  these  students  and  have  had  some  form  of  contact  with  over  2,000  of  them 
through  meetings,  phone  calls,  and  mailings.. .little  did  I  know  the  impact  these  students  would 
make  upon  my  life...l  learned  from  my  students  that  the  key  to  human  understanding  is  recog- 
nizing that  the  heart  of  the  matter  is  the  HEART."

Dr.  Frank  McArtJiur,  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs,  hias 
announced  tliat  tfie  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Institutions  of  Higher 
Learning  has  approved  Delta  State's  request  to  change  the  name  of  three  of 
its  four  schools  to  "colleges."  Effecti\'e  immediately  the  Schools  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  Business  and  Education  are  now  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences, 
College  of  Business  and  the  College  of  Education. 

"The  move  provides  for  a  clearer  distinction  of  the  type  of  academic 
programs  we  have  at  Delta  State.  Colleges  usually  have  several  disciplines 
within  their  particular  area,"  McArthur  said. 

Delta  State's  Art,  Music,  Mathematics,  Biological  Sciences,  Physical 
Sciences,  Audiology  and  Speech  Pathology,  Aerospace  Studies,  History, 


Languages  and  Literature,  Social  Sciences  and  Social  Work  programs  now 
comprise  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

The  College  of  Business  contains  the  Departments  of  Accounting, 
Commercial  Aviation,  Computer  Information  Systems  and  Office 
Administration,  Divisions  of  Economics  and  Finance,  and  Management  and 
Marketing.

Upon  returning  to  the  United  States,  Ambassador  Hyde  settled  in 
Fav'etteville,  North  Carolina,  where  she  began  working  as  a  social  worker 
with  juvenile  delinquent,  neglect  and  abuse  cases.  Following  this  work 
experience  she  returned  to  graduate  school  for  studies  in  counseling  at  the 
Unixersity  of  North  Carolina  and  North  Carolina  State  University.  She 
worked  with  the  North  Carolina  Administration  of  the  Courts  as  a  family 
counselor  before  entering  business  for  herself. 

In  the  early  1970's,  Hyde  opened  and  operated  retail  business  estab- 
lishments and  entered  into  business  ventures,  including  the  national  restau- 
rant chains  of  the  Golden  Corral  Corporation.  In  1987  she  joined  with  busi- 
ness associates  to  found  a  community  bank.  Triangle  Bank  &  Trust  of 
Raleigh. 

Coming  from  a  politically  actixe  family.  Ambassador  Hvde  has  spent 
most  of  her  life  actively  involved  in  Democratic  state  and  national  politics 
and  played  a  major  role  in  campaigns  of  President  Clinton,  Vice  President 


Gore,  Governor  Jim  Hunt  and  three  North  Carolina  Congressmen. 

For  more  than  three  decades,  Hyde  has  been  recognized  for  her  work 
with  various  civic,  academic  and  charitable  organizations.  Prior  to  her 
appointment  as  Ambassador,  she  was  a  well-known  fund-raiser  on  behalf 
of  children,  the  arts,  and  academic  institutions.  She  has  been  named 
Distinguished  Woman  of  the  Year  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  awarded 
the  Public  Service  Award  by  the  YWCA,  named  Distinguished  Alumnus, 
1995,  by  Wake  Forest  University  and  1998  Citizen  of  the  World  by  the 
International  Visitors  Council.

WWII  Veteran  Still  "Serving"

Doris  J.  Sisson  Latta  ('40)  enlisted  in  the  Navy  in  1942 
and  retired  a  major  in  the  Army  two  decades  later.  Today 
she  is  the  commander  of  the  St.  Louis  Service  Women's  Post 
404  of  the  American  Legion  and  she  is  looking  forward  to 
its  12th  annual  tribute  to  women  on  Nov.  22. 

"Women  in  the  military  have  always  volunteered, 
and  our  post  is  the  only  women's  post  in  the  state 
(Missouri),  one  of  the  few  in  the  country;  it  was  chartered  in 
1945,"  she  said. 

In  1945,  Latta  was  still  in  Hawaii,  after  extending  her 
original  tour  there  several  times,  often  to  take  promotions. 
She  spent  much  of  World  War  II  in  Hawaii  where  military 
personnel,  especially  women,  were  needed  to  help  process 
the  many  ser\'ice  personnel  returning  from  the  South  Pacific. 

Latta  remembers,  as  a  \'erv  young  girl  in  Indianola,  MS,  how  she  wished  she  was  a  boy 
so  she  could  grow  up  and  join  the  Navy.  She  also  remembers  that  when  she  read  that  the 
Na\'v  was  taking  women,  she  hurried  to  the  nearest  recruiting  center.  When  first  turned 
down  by  the  local  recruiter,  she  returned  to  her  position  of  teaching  english,  business  cours- 
es and  physical  education.  But  soon  she  would  try  again,  this  time  traveling  the  400-plus 
miles  to  New  Orleans.  She  was  called  to  active  duty  on  Oct.  3,  1942.  "It  was  the  best  time 
of  my  life,"  she  recalls. 

In  1952,  to  take  advantage  of  a  promotion  being  offered  by  the  Army,  Latta  switched 
from  the  WAVES  to  the  WACS  (Women's  Army  Corps).  Immediately,  she  went  from  the 
rank  of  chief  petty  officer  to  first  lieutenant,  serving  as  commanding  officer  of  a  company 
in  Fort  Lee,  VA,  then  on  to  duty  in  France  and  Germany. 

Following  her  military  career,  she  moved  to  St.  Louis  where  she  began  a  second  career 
teaching  and  e\'entuallv  counseling  in  community  colleges.  She  would  retire  from  a  coun- 
seling career  in  1988  but  continues  with  her  many  activities,  including  veteran's  association 
(WAVES  &  WACS)  activities  and  her  American  Legion  Post.  In  recognition  of  her  volun- 
teer efforts  she  was  recently  named  "Legionnaire  of  the  Year"  for  the  St.  Louis  area.

On  Jul\- 1, 1999  Dr.  David  L.  Potter  began  his  tenure 
as  the  sixth  president  of  Delta  State  University- 
Potter  previously  served  as  provost  and  execu- 
tive vice  president  for  Academic  Affairs  at  George  Mason 
University  in  Fairfax,  Virginia. 

"I  am  honored  to  be  at  Delta  State  and  having  been  given 
this  opportunity,"  said  Potter.  "Delta  State  has  a  beautiful 
campus  and  there  is  a  spirit  of  friendliness  and  community 
that  is  very  attractive  and  one  which  we  look  forward  to 

being  a  part  of.

Dr.  Kent  Wyatt,  who  retired  after  24  years  as  DSU's  pres- 
ident, said  that  Potter  "is  a  perfect  fit"  for  Delta  State.  "He  and 
his  wdfe,  Pam,  bring  a  working  team  to  Delta  State,  and  that's 
what  our  faculty,  staff  and  students  were  looking  for.  I  are 
very  pleased." 

Dr.  Potter  holds  the  Ph.D.  and  M.A.  degrees  from  The 
Maxwell  School  of  Citizenship  and  Public  Affairs,  Syracuse 
University,  and  the  B.A.  (cum  laude)  in  History  from 
Amherst  College.  Prior  to  being  named  as  provost  of  George 
Mason,  he  ser\'ed  the  university  as  Vice  President  and  Dean 
for  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  (1991-1996),  Interim 
Dean  (1991-92),  and  Vice  President  for  Executi\'e  Affairs 
(1987-1991). 

Raised  in  a  working  class  suburb  of  Wilmington, 
Delaware,  Potter  had  the  good  fortime  of  attending  an  afflu- 
ent high  school  which  prepared  him  for  college.  In  addition 
to  his  academic  pursuits,  he  participated  in  football  and  bas- 


ketball and  remains  a  fan  of  athletics  today.  Upon  his  arrival 
in  Cleveland,  one  of  the  first  people  Potter  sought  out  was 
former  DSU  coach  and  Boston  Red  Sox  pitcher  Dave  "Boo" 
Ferriss.  "We  had  a  great  visit  talking  about  baseball  and  the 
great  student-athletes  and  teams  we  have  had,"  said  Ferriss. 
"I  feel  he  will  be  a  great  representative  for  Delta  State." 

In  many  ways  Potter  feels  he  is  coming  home.  His  wife, 
Pam  Mathews,  was  born  in  Hattiesburg  and  grew  up  in 
Vicksburg  and  Jackson.  Her  91-year  mother  still  lives  in 
Jackson.  The  Potter's  have  two  daughters.  Holly,  who  has 
just  graduated  from  Colorado  College  and  Elizabeth,  who 
graduated  from  law  school  at  UCLA  and  is  an  associate  with 
a  large  law  firm  in  Los  Angeles. 

Since  his  arrival  Potter  has  wasted  little  time  in  getting 
acquainted  with  the  DSU  family  and  supporters  and  pro- 
moting the  university  as  a  major  player  in  helping  guide  the 
Delta's  economy  for  the  future.  "A  major  challenge  is  to  build 
the  work  force,"  said  Potter.  "We  must  strengthen  K-12 
through  higher  education." 

Among  the  DSU  students  who  are  convinced  that  the 
State  College  Board  made  an  excellent  selection  is  SGA  Vice 
President  Paul  "Bubba"  Mancini.  "Dr.  Potter  has  already 
exhibited  an  open-door  policy  and  will  do  everything  he  can 
for  the  university,"  said  Mancini. 

"This  is  an  exciting  opportunity  for  higher  education,  to 
imagine  how  we  can  prepare  students  to  live  and  work  and 
be  effective  citizens  in  a  knowledge-based  and  global 
economy,"  says 
Potter  "I  think 
this  is  what  we 
should  be  about- 
and  this  in  effect 
is  the  national 
challenge  for  all 
of  us."

Delta  State  University  enters  its 
first  season  under  head  coach  Steve 
Campbell  with  12  (5  offense,  6 
defense,  1  specialty)  starters  and  33 
lettermen  returning  from  last  year's 
Gulf  South  Conference  champi- 
onship team.  The  Statesmen  fin- 
ished 1998  with  an  8-3  ox'erall  record 
and  an  8-1  GSC  mark.  The  confer- 
ence title  and  the  NCAA  playoff 
appearance  were  the  first  in  school 
historv. 

On  offense  Josh  Bright  (6-4,  215, 
Soph.)  emerged  from  the  spring  as  the  top  quarterback  in  Campbell's  option  offensix'e  attack  with 
Jeff  Smith  (6-3, 196,  Sr.)  listed  as  the  backup.  Sharing  the  running  back  duties  are  last  year's  lead- 
ing aisher  Casev  Macke  (5-9,  170,  Jr.),  Treg  Thomas  (5-7,  196,  Sr.)  who  is  returning  from  a  knee 
tnjurv.  Hunter  Caston  (5-11, 185,  Sr.)  and  Rico  McDonald  (5-7, 203,  Soph.).  Starting  receivers  Willie 
Ducksvvorth  (6-0,  185,  Sr.)  and  Houston  Cunningham  (5-10,  170,  Sr.)  solidified  their  roles  in  the 
spring  with  James  Grubbs  (6-4, 190,  Fr.)  listed  as  the  backup.  The  question  mark  for  the  Statesmen 
offense  is  up  front  where  no  returning  starters  return.  Tackles  Roth  Hershiser  (6-5,  260,  Sr.)  and 
Reed  Stringer  (6-5,  250,  Soph.),  guards  Andy  Horton  (6-3,  275,  Jr.)  and  Chris  Booker  (6-2,  281,  Fr.)
